1 . (Currently Amended) A data processing system having software for installation, 
comprising: 

a first computer configured to receive the software, the first computer being 
newly added to the data processing system; and 

a second computer configured to automatically determine when the first computer 
is newly added to the data processing system, the second computer being configured lo 
automatically install the software onto the first computer in response to the second 
computer determining that the first computer is newly added to the data processing 
system and such that the first com puter functions as a server in a distributed data 
processing system and when it is determined to install the software onto the first 
computer wherein the second computer is heterogeneous with respect to the first 
computer. 

2. (Original) The data processing system of claim U wherein the software is a 
version of a program, and wherein the second computer includes a detection component for 
delecting when the version of the program is outdated and for installing a new version of the 
program onto the first computer 

3. (Cancelled) 

4. (Previously Presented) The data processing system of claim t, wherein the first 
computer has an associated first natural language and wherein the second computer has an 
associated .second natural language. 

5> (Original) The data processing system of claim 1, wherein the first computer 
executes an operating system of a first type and wherein the second computer executes an 
operating system of a second type. 
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6, (Original) The data processing system of claim 1, whercjn the first computer has 
a processor of a first type and wherein the second computer has a processor of a second type. 

7. (Original) The data processing system of claim 1, wherein the first computer 
executes a network operating system of a first type and wherein the second computer executes a 
network operating system of a second type. 
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8. (Currently Amended) An automatic software installation system, comprising; 

a first computer having an associated natural language and a processor running an 
operating system, the first computer being newly added to the data processing system; 
and 

a second computer, heterogeneous with respect lo the first computer, having a 
first component configured to store editions of software, a second component configured 
to automatically determine the natural language associated with the first computer, the 
operating system running on the first computer and the type of processor in the first 
computer and a third component configured to control installation or one edition of the 
software onto the first computer that is particular to Ac type of processor in the first 
computer, the operating system running on the first computer and the natural language 
associnlcd with the first computer, wherein the second computer installs the edition of the 
software by utifixing commands that are suitable for the operating system running on the 
first computer, wherein the second computer comprises a detection component 
configured to detect that the first computer is newly added and to automatically install the 
edition of the software in response to detecting that the first computer is newly added and 
such that th e first com puter f unctions a s a server in a distributed data processing system , 

9. (Original) The automatic software installation system as recited in claim 8, 
wherein the second computer is configured to start the software. 

10. (Original) The automatic software installation system as recited in claim 8> 
wherein the first computer is associated with a first site and the second computer is associated 
with a second site. 

11. (Original) The automatic software installation system as recited in claim 10, 
wherein the second computer manages the second site. 
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12. (Original) The automatic software installation system as recited in claim 8, 
wherein the second computer comprises a helper server, the helper server being configured to 
install the software on the first computer,

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14. (Currently Amended) An automatic software installation system comprising: 

a first computer configured to receive one or more application programs, the first 
computer forming part of a first site comprising a plurality of computers connected 
; together by a first area network; 

a second computer associated with a second site comprising a plurality of 
computers connected together by a second area network, the second computer being 
configured to store the one or more application programs and manage the delivery of the 
one or more software to the first computer by automatically determining when the first 
computer is newly added to the data processing system and controlling the automatic 
installation of the software onto the first computer when it is determined by the second 
computer that the first computer is newly added to the data processing syste m and such 
the first coi noutcr functions as a server in a distributed data processing s ystem. 

15. (Original) The automatic software installation system as recited in claim 14, 
■ 1 wherein the second computer is configured to start the software. 

16. (Original) The automatic software installation system as recited in claim 14, 
wherein the second computer comprises a helper server, the helper server being configured to 
install the software on Ihe first computer 

17. (Original) The automatic software installation system as recited in claim 14, 
wherein Ihe second computer comprises a detection component configured to detect the first 
computer. 

18. (Original) The automatic software installation system as recited in claim 14, 
wherein the first computer has an associated first natural language and wherein the second 
computer has an associated natural language. 

19. (Origin;)!) Hie automatic software installation system as recited in claim 14, 
wherein the first computer executes an operating system of a first type and wherein the second 
computer executes an operating system of a second type 
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20. (Original) The automatic software installation system as recited in claim 14, 
wherein the first computer has a processor of a first type and wherein the second computer has a 
processor of a second type. 

2L (Original) ITie automatic software installation system as recited in claim 14, 
wherein the first computer executes a network operating system of a first type and wherein the 
second computer executes a network operating system of a second type. 
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22. (Currently Amended) In a data processing system having software for installation 
a method for installing software onto a computer, the method comprising the acts of: 

automatically determining when a first computer is newly added to the data 
processing system, the first computer comprising a natural language and a processor running 
an operating system; 

identifying a stored edition of software, at a second computer, that is particular to the 
natural language, the processor, and Ihc functioning operating system of the first computer; 

identifying stored preferences controlling installing the stored edition of the software 
onto the first computer; and 

automatically installing only the edition of the software onto the first computer, 
directly from the second computer, utilizing commands that are suitable for the functioning 
operating system miming on the first computer and based upon the stored preferences in 
response to automatically determining when the first computer is newly added to the data 
processing system a nd such th at t he first computer functions as a server in a distribut ed data 
: processing system, 

23. (Original) A method as recited in claim 22, further comprising, automatically 
starling, by the second computer, the installed edition of the software on the first computer. 

24. (Original) A method as recited in claim 22, further comprising delivering the 
edition of the software to a third computer, the third computer installing only the edition of the 
software onto the first computer directly from the third computer utilizing commands that arc 
suitable for ihc operating system running on the first computer and based upon the stored 
preferences. 

25. (Original) A method as recited in claim 22, wherein determining when the first 
computer is added to ihc data processing system occurs periodically. 
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26. (Original) A method as recited in claim 22, wherein determining when the first 
computer is added to the dala processing system occurs in accordance with a predetermined 
amount of time set by ;in administrator of the data processing system. 

27. (Original) A method as recited in claim 22, wherein determining when the first 
computer is added to Ihe data processing system occurs in accordance with an instruction of an 
administrator. 
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28. (Currently Amended) In a data processing system having software for installaLion 
a method for installing software onto a first computer, the method comprising: 

a step for determining, remote from the first computer, when the first computer is 
newly added to thq data processing system* the first computer comprising a natural language 
and a processor running a Funciioning operating system; 

a slcp for receiving at the first computer an edition of software that is particular to the 
natural language, the processor, and the operating system of the first computer, 

a step for automatically installing onto the first computer only the edition of the 
software, under the control of a second computer, utilizing commands that are suitable for the 
operating system running on the first computer in response to determining when the first 
computer is newly added to the data processing system a nd such that the first computer 
• function s as a serv er in a dist ributed da ta processing system . 
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29. (Currently Amended) A computer program product for implementing, in an 
automatic software installation system, a method for installing software onto a first computer, the 
computer program product comprising: 

a computer readable medium carrying computer executable instructions for 
implementing the method, the computer executable instructions, when executed, 
performing the nets of; 

automatically determining when a first computer is newly added to the 
data processing system, the first computer comprising a natural language and a 
processor running an operating system; 

identifying a stored edition of software, at a second computer, that is 
Particular to the natural language, the processor, and the operating system of the 
first computer 

identifying stored preferences controlling installing the stored edition of 
the software onto the first computer; and 

automatically installing only the edition of the software onto the first 
computer directly from the second computer utilizing commands that are suitable 
for the operating system running on the first computer and based upon the stored 
preferences in response to determining when the first computer is newly added to 
the data processing syste m and such that the first computer functions a s a server 
m iLdistributc d data proce ssing syste m. 

30, (Original) A computer program product as defined in claim 29, wherein the 
Computer readable medium further carries computer executable instructions for performing the 
net of automatically starting, by the second computer, the installed edition of the software on the 
first computer. 
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31, (Original) A computer program product as defined in claim 29. wherein the 
computer readable medium further carries computer executable instructions for performing the 
act of delivering the edition of the software to a third computer, the third computer installing 
only Ihc edition of the software onto the first computer directly from the third computer utilizing 
commands that arc suitable for the operating system running on the first computer and based 
upon the stored preferences. 

32. (Original) A computer program product as defined in claim 29, wherein the 
computer readable medium further carries computer executable instructions for performing the 
act of periodically determining when the first computer is added to the data processing system, 

33, (Original) A computer program product as defined in claim 29, wherein the 
computer readable medium further carries computer executable instructions for perforating the 
act of determining when the first computer is added to the data processing system in accordance 
\yitb a predetermined time set by an administrator of the data processing system. 

34. (Original) A computer program product as defined in claim 29, wherein the 
dojiipulcr readable medium further carries computer executable instructions for performing the 
act of determining when the first computer is added to the data processing system in accordance 
with an instruction of an administrator. 
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35. (Previously Presented) The data processing system of claim 1, wherein the 
second computer is configured to automatically determine when the first computer is added to 
the <laia processing system by comparing a list of computers being managed by the second 
compiler to a previously generated list of computers being managed by the second computer, 

36. (Previously Presented) The automatic software installation system as recited in 
claim 8, wherein the detection component is configured to detect that the first computer is newly 
;i<ldcd by comparing a list of computers being managed by the second computer to a previously 
generated list of computers being managed by the second computer. 

37. (Previously Presented) The automatic software installation system of claim 14, 
wherein automatically determining when the first computer is add to the data processing system 
comprises comparing a list of computers being managed by the second computer to a previously 
generated list of computers being managed by the second computer, 

38. (Previously Presented) A method as recited in claim 22, wherein automatically 
determining when a first computer is added to the data processing system comprises comparing a 
list of computers being managed to a previously generated list of computers being managed. 

39. (Previously Presented) The computer program product as defined by claim 29, 
! wherein automatically determining when a first computer is added to the data processing system 

comprises comparing a list of computers being managed to a previously generated list or 
computers being managed. 

40. (New) The data processing system of claim 1, wherein the data processing 
system is the distributed data processing system and the first computer functions as a distributed 
server to increase ihc performance of Ihe data processing system by having a service copied or 

; moved from the second computer system to the first computer system. 
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
